DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 1 50 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Page 1, Line 10 reads "More specially" and should instead read - More 
specifically -. 

b. Page 3, Line 4 reads "impairment patients" and should instead read 
- impaired patients -. 

c. Page 4, Lines 14-23 indicate reference numerals followed by the asterisk 
(*) symbol. This notation does not appear in the drawings and should therefore 
be removed to provide proper correlation between reference numerals in the 
specification and the drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation "being attached with superconductive and far- 
infrared emitting materiar. It is unclear to the examiner what constitutes such a material 
and how it would be used to "attach" the knobs as claimed. These claims are so 
indefinite as to preclude further examination on the merits. Claims 3-8 are necessarily 
rejected as being dependent on a rejected base claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. In regard to Claim 1 , Claim 1 recites the limitations "upper surface" on Line 
2, "side portions" on Line 7, "upper ends" on Line 10, and "side surfaces" on Line 
10. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2003/0163176 to Bae - Bae 
discloses a personal thermo-therapeutic apparatus with a plurality of upwardly 
protruding acupressure knobs. 

b. U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2004/0044384 to Leber et al. - 
Leber et al. disclose a therapeutic apparatus with a plurality of energy emitting 
elements attached thereto with a power line and a control unit. 

c. U.S. Patent No. 6,454,732 to Lee - Lee discloses an apparatus for 
automatic hot-heat treatment. 

d. U.S. Patent No. 6,591,141 to Lee - Lee discloses an hot acupressure mat.
